GIVE THE YOUNG MAN FOR MAYOR A 
CHANCE. 

The feeling has cropped out.several times 
during the present campaign that it is time 
Ser the young men to have a chanceto fur- 
nish a Mayor, and that the veterans who have 
so often solicited the voters for their support 
should step on one side, and that a little fresh 


young blood in the veins of the City Adminis- 


tration will give it an energy and activity which 
it has not possessed for the last two years. 
This feeling is a natural and a reason- 
| able one, and it has a basis of sound common 
sense. The Mayor of a great city like this 
should not be a man who cen do little more 
than sit in his office, stroke his venerable 


| gray beard, and talk platitudes in a sepul- 


ehral voice.. Nor should it be one who, though 
endowed with intelligence fortified by experi- 
ence, is yet unable to get around and see for 
himself how things stand in his broad domain. 
Such a person, doomed to physical inactivity 
by advancing age, must depend on the eyesight 
and observations of others, at whose mercy he 
is. When he makes blunders it is generally 
where he has had to take his facts at second 
hand, and has been unable to verify them for 
himself, béing too old, stiff, or rheumatic to 
get around. 

The young man of 40 has not perhaps the 
experience of a man of 50, but he has the in- 
estimable advantage of bemg able to do his 
own seeing. elf it is stated to him that there is 
need of a new viadyct or bridgé he can take 
his horse or buggy, or ona pinch go afoot, 
and view the ground for himself, no matter 
how inclement the weather may be or how 
severe may be the ravages of the grip. He 
can determine for himself whether the pro- 
posed improvement will be of value to a suf- 
ficient number of people to justify the ex- 
penditure. He will not have to depend on the 
Alderman of the ward, with whom often the 
expense is a matter of no consequence, so long 
as he can do something for his ward which 
will help on his reélection. _ 

One day the young and active Mayor will 
be down in Hyde’ Park or on the Calumet 
j taking observations, another day in En- 
glewood or the southeastern corner of his 
territory seeing what the needs of the people 
of that section are.

Avenue Presbyterian Church, during which 
period he brought it to a 7 standard of 
prosperity. 

As a public educator Dr. Crosby’s carcer 
was a brilliantone. He was graduated from 
the University of the City of New York in 1844 
and in 1851, when but 25 years of age, he oc- 
cupied the chair of Greek at his alma mater, 
Tn’ 1859 he was called to the Greek chair at 
Rutger ‘College, which he held for four years, 
He was also Chancellor of the University of 
the City of New York {rom 1870 to 1881, when 
he was succeeded by Dr. John Hale. As a 
Greek scholar he was.one of the most promi- 
nent in the country and had long-been recog- 
hized as an authority in thatianguage. As a 
literary man and scholar he also took high 
rank. He was an indefatigable student and 
writer, and as the record of his literary ac- 
tivity he leaves behind him many works, 
among them “ Lands of the Moslem ”’ (1848) ; 
“ (Edipus Tyrannus” (1851); “* Commentary 
on the New Testament ’’.(1861); ** Bible Man- 
tial ” (1870); “* Life of Jesus” (1871); and 
pumerons monographs covering a wide variety 
of topics. 

It was, however, as a man of affairs that Dr. 
Crosby shone ‘most conspicuously. He was 
one of the founders of the Young Men’s 
Christian Association of New York City. and 
its President during its early years. He took 
the principal part in founding the Society for 
the Prevention of Crime and he was President 
of it to the time of his death, doing excellent 
work in securing the enforcement of the excise 
laws and im suppressing dives, pool-rooms, 
and gambling-houses. He was specially zealous 
in his efforts to suppress intemperance and in 
his advocacy of temperance as opposed to the 
folly of prohibition. A New York contempo- 
rary, speaking of his work in this direction, 
says: 

Dr. Crosby was known. as the father of high 
license. His idea was that the remedy for the 
evils of intemperance was in limiting the number 
of saloons either by very high license fees or other- 
wise, He thought one saloon to every 1,000 inhab- 
itante was quite enough in a large city like New 
York. His son, Ernest H. Crosby, was a member 
of the Assombly for two years, and the Crosby High- 
License bill, so called, which he introduced, was 
drafted by his father. Dr. Crosby worked hard 
for the success of this bill, not only at Albany, but 
on the platform and through the press. The 
measure passed both Houses of the Legislature, 
but was vetoed by Gov. Hill. Four years ago the 
Legislature passed a bill creating acommission to 
revise the excise laws. D. B. Rollins was Chair- 
man. Dr. Crosby was 4 member of this commis- 
sion and took a prominent partin its discussion. 
A bill was reported, but failed of passagein the 
Legislature. 

Though thwarted in his efforts by Gov. Hill, 
the saloonkeepers’ representative, he labored 
none the less assiduously for practical temper- 
ance to the end of his life. He also took an 
active part in the recent movement which re- 
sulted in the organization of the People’s Mu- 
nicipal League, was amember of its Executive 
Committee, and helped make a hotgh 
vain fight against thecorruptionsé6f Tammany. 


‘He was also prominent in the agitation which | 


secured the passage of the Ballot-Reform law. 

In every movement connected with public 
affairs he. took an active part. He-was not 
only identified with public charities, but was 
liberal in the bestowal of private charity. 
The same contemporary says: ‘He lived 
simply, and his salary of $8,000 a gear from 
the church, added to a comfortable private 
income, enabled him to relieve the necessities 
of many whocameétohim. Every day, from 
5 to 6 p. m., it was his custom to receive all 
who called in his parlor, and he counseled and 
advised and relieved thousands of people who 
were not members of his congregation and 
had no personal claim on him.” -He was a 
good, strong, true man, always acting up ta 
his convictions of duty with courage and faith- 
fulness, and as such his place will be hard to 
fill in that worldly, corrupt, and , politics- 
ridden’ metropolis. 


RECIPROCITY HAS BEGUN. 

The dispatches of yesterday stated that the 
treaty for reciprocal trade between the United 
States and Brazil goes into effect today. This 

“marks the beginning of a great revolution in 
trade, and it has been achieved in spite of de 
termined opposition from the ‘German and 
English merchants in Brazil who knew weil 
that if carried out it would practically exclude 
them from that country, which from this time 
forth will be.the recipient of a golden stream 
of American products, manufacturing as well 
as agricultural. It isin accordance with the 
eternal fitness of things that our arrange- 
ments for reciprocal trade should be first 
made with Brazil, as that is the greatest of all 
the countries of this hemisphere, next to the 
United States, and can properly lead the flock. 

The policy of Mr. Blaine, thus happily be- 
gun, will be pursued till all the nations of the 
American Continent have come in, not except- 
ing our neighbors on the north, who, having a 
common tongue, and to a large extent the 
same ancestry, will naturally have with us a 
common tariff, while all the rest will simply 
send us their non-competitive products and 
take from us as many of ours as the possibili- 
ties of their revenue systems will admit. The 
policy inaugurated today may fitly be de- 
scribed as an imperial one in its scope, though 
destitute of the imperial form of government. 
It embraces in its range the entire Western 
world, with a population of 130,000,000 souls, 
half of whom are in the United States; By 
the close of the fourth century from the date 
Of its discovery this continent will be practi- 
cally independent of the Oid World. 

One important step to be taken towards the 
achieving of this position is the building of 
the Nicaragua Canal, which, when completed, 
will greatly facilitate and extend trade and 


travel between the Eastern and Western 


coasts of this hemisphere; and make it as easy 
to reach Chile and Peru as it now is to'<om- 
municate with Brazil and Argentina. An- 
other step will be the extension of the rail- 


road system through the length of the conti.

Furthermore, he left a perfectly cle 
book, for all just claims made up to that time 
against the city had been paid and settled. 

How is.it today? Today there isin the general 
fund of the city only $400,000, and accounts to a 
much larger amount remain unpaid. The water 
fund, which Jan. 1, 1887—that is, three months be- 
fore the expiration. of Harrison’s term--con- 
tained $1,243,144, has been completely wiped out, 
and no one knows in what condition the other 
funds are, for an examination of the books is not 
permitted. 

Then from another source came the follow- 
ing figures, showing the balances in the City 
Treasury the Ist of January for each of the 
years mentioned: 


For along time these questions were left un- 

answered, but atlast Mr. Cregier has made his 
defense. He has had one of his subordinates 
make out what is called a “sworn statement” 
to the effect that— 
Jan. 1, 1886, thera was a balance to the credit of 
the genera! fund in the City Treasury of $1,594,510; 
Jan. 1, 1887, of $2,106,821; Jan. 1, 1888, $2,620,387; 
Jan. 1, 1889, $2,542,654; Jan. 1, 1890, the commence- 
ment of my term, $2,835,281, and Jan. 1 of the 
present year there was $3,465,000. These are the 
figures as shown on the books of the City Con- 
troller’s office and sworn to by the bookkeeper 


The question put to Mr. Cregier, however, 
waa not one about credits, but about cash. 
He was not asked how much the city onght to 
have, but how much it actually had on hand. 
This statement that there was $3,465,000—a 
figure padded out by including the special as- 
sessment, water, and other funds—to thecredit 
of the city Jan, 1 does not pil ots much cash 
there was then to the credit of /the city. That 
information must be obtained from the City 
Treasurer. 

So why did not Mr. Cregi¢r fortify himself 
by an affidavit from his brother Democrat, 
Tfeasurer Roesing, as to the amount of cash 
available for city purposes? Because such an 
affidavit would have been fatal to him. It 
would have shown that the balance turned 
over to Mr. Roesing in 1889 was $1,722,514, or, 
less $200,000 of special deposits by the “L ” 
roads, $8;522,514. But on the 26th of March 
of this year the balance of cash in the Treas- 
ury, exclusive of railroad deposits, was $475,- 
000. These figures a are from the Treasurer’s 
books, 

Why is there a million less on hand than 
there was two years ago? ‘The “sworn state- 
ment” of Mr. Cregier’s subordinate throws 
no light on that point. Where has that money 
gone? During the latter part of last year the 
financial straits of the city were so great that 
warrants were drawn on the Treasurer by the 
Mayor and Controller for the whole sum of 
these special railroad deposits which, never 
having been forfeited to the city, were still the 
property of tie roads. The Treasurer re- 
fused of course, to pay the warrants. He 
could not, under the law. What was the exi- 
gency which forced the city authorities to 
draw those warrants? There was a’ remarka- 
ble scarcity of funds then, before the taxes had 
begun coming in, There is comparatively lit- 
tle money on hand now though the taxes have 
been sharply collected and the 1 per cent pen- 
alty begins today. Why is there so little cash 
in the Treasury now? Thatis what the Mayor 
should explain, not how much .there is to its 
credit on the City Collector’s books. 


PALMER’S FEEBLE, EVASIVE SPEECHES: 

Gen. Palmer has dared the perils of the 
grip and the March climate of ‘Chicago, has 
come to this city, made some speeches for 
Cregier, and, if physically able, will keep on 
making'them till Monday evening. The old 
men are standing together, and the septua- 
genarian is trying to give’ a bons‘ to the 
sexagenarian, :

They have alleged 
that it at one time attacked Mr. Harrison and 
now defénds him, though they bring no evi- 
dence to establish the charge of defense, One 
of these papers, the Herald, has paraded ex- 
tracts from Tas Trrevunsz of five or six years 
ago, when. it was in opposition to his candi- 
dacy, as it is now, to fasten upon it the charge 
of inconsistency. A paper which makes alle- 
gations of this kind ought to be sure of the 
ground which it occupies. It is hard to Gon- 
jecture what kind of blind, fatuous editorial 
policy controls it when it challenges a contest 
of this kind in flopping.

ENFORCING THE ANTI-LOTTERY LAW. 


Postal Authorities Waging War on Those 
Attempting to Evade the Act. 

Wasuincton, D. C., March 31.,—| Special. ]— 
Some weeks ago a monthly newspaper pub- 
lished in New York City was declared by the 
postal authorities.to be unmailable and was re- 
fused admission to the mails. The ground of 
the objection was based on the character of 
the news printed, which related entirely to a 
certain class of foreign honds. The redemp- 
tion date of the bonds, it seems, is determined 
by a drawing, and in addition there is a draw- 
ing to ascertain what holder of the bonds to 
be redeemed at a certain time is to receive 
the premium. This latter, in some cases, 
amounts to a considerable sum, The pfopri- 
etors of the paper, E. H. Horner & Co., were 
arrested, charged with sending the paper to 
parties in Illinois, and the case was heard in 
New York and ‘carried on appéal to the Su- 
preme Court of the State, where it is now 
awaiting a hearing. In the megntime the 
postal authorities continued to throw the pa- 
per out of the mails, and the consequence was 
that the proprietors find it impossible to carry 
on their business. The publication of the pa- 
per ceased, but recently Judge Tyner, the As- 
sistant Attorney-Genera’ for the Post-Office
